Sad news looms for the school 
children of New' M adrid, Missis­ 
sippi and Stoddard counties and, 
a little later, for those of Scott 
county, for school bells will be­ 
gin tolling the death of the sum ­ 
m er vacation early next m onth 
and some of the youngsters, a t 
least, will be trudging back to 
school to lake up again the study 
of m ysteries hidden between the 
covers of their school books. Once 
more they will struggle w ith the

But they’ll get a reprieve from 
the schools w hen its cotton pick­ 
ing tim e again.

These days if you get sick you 
go to your doctor (or shoul 1). But 
if you had lived in Europe some 
250 years ago 
chances 
are you 
might have gone to the King when 
you were sick. 
In the days when kings were be­ 
lieved to rule by “ divine right” it 
was also believed 
that 
diseases 
could be cured by the king’s touch 
On special days the ailing woulo 
flock to the royal presence to be 
touched. 
Undoubtedly, those who 
eventually got well attrbiutcd the 
m iracle to the royal power, but it 
is harder to guess the sentiments 
of those who didn't. 
The king's touch was one a pop­ 
ular treatment for a form of tu­ 
berculosis called “ scrofula.” 
Al­ 
though the disease was not neces­ 
sarily fatal, it caused uncomfort­ 
able and unsightly swelling of the 
neck. 
Victims of this disfiguring 
disease often flocked to the king -

The first question visiting news­ 
men ask St. Louis reporters when 
they come here to find out more 
about United States Senator Stu­ 
art Symington, now that talk in­ 
creases about his chances to win 
the Democratic 
nomination 
for 
President, is invariably: 
"Who are his managers? Who 
are his supporters?" 
They point out that Gov. A ver­ 
d i Harriman has Carmine DeSa- 
pio and Former Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson has Jake Arvey of Chi­ 
cago and Jim Finnegan of Phila­ 
delphia. 
The truth is that Missouri and 
Symington have no one compara­ 
ble to a Finnega'n, an Arvey or a 
DeSapio. 
But there are some stout boos­ 
ters of Symington, including Sid­ 
ney Salomon Jr., a former trea­ 
surer of the Democratic National 
Committee, and James H, Mere­ 
dith, a St. Louis lawyer who man­ 
aged Symington’s successful Sen­ 
ate campaigns. 
However, the St. Louisan in an 
official party posl who has been 
Symington’s most consistent boos­ 
ter is Mark FL Holloran, a hand­ 
som e, 51-year old laundry execu­ 
tive. real estate developer 
and 
banker, who has just been elected 
without opposition to his second 
four-year term as Democratic Al­ 
tumal Committeeman for Missou­ 
ri. 
Holloran was among the first 
to indorse Symington for the Sen­ 
ate and among the first to help 
get the Symington 
Presidential 
boom going. 
Holloran and Symington came 
into positions of leadership in the 
party in Missouri at the 
same 
time, which was fortunate for the 
Democrats. The party had been 
under fire as the income tax 
scandals were boiling into prom­ 
inence along with other signs of 
corruption. This criticism contri­ 
buted materially to the Democrat­ 
ic defeat nationally in 1952. 
Symington was among the few 
top officials in the administration 
of Former President Harry S. 
Truman who was drawing praise 
instead of criticism. And Hollo­ 
ran, a strapping, six-foot, 200- 
pound Irish Catholic, had held no 
previous political posts. 
The Democrats leaped at the op­ 
portunity to get them both into 
positions of leadership to offset 
criticism of the party us a whole. 
Holloran had been active in 
polities since the 1928 campaign, 
when he was just getting 
into 
business here after graduation at 
St. Louis University. He was work 
ing then for the election of Al 
Smith. Later he became a laun­ 
dry executive, a consistent party 
contributor, a real estate develop­ 
er and bank director. 
His business 
background 
was 
good. He got along well with oth­ 
er St, Louis businessmen in both 
parties, which is sometimes im­ 
portant to the National Commit­ 
teeman, whose principal job is to 
raise money for campaigns. 
A widely known lay worker in 
the Catholic 
Church, 
Holloran, 
who lives with his wife and four 
children at 6115 Lindell Bl., is a 
Knight of Malta and a Knight of 
the Holy Sepulchre. One of his 
three brothers, the Rev. Patrick 
J. Holloran, S. J., is a former pres 
ident of St. Louis University. An 
other brother is a physician, an­ 
other a businessman, and a sister 
is married to a New York physi­ 
cian. 
With this background, Holloran 
at the 1952 state convention look­ 


ed like an ideal candidate. But he 
had not had much experience in 
the rough and tumble of party 
leadership. Some doubts about his 
talent were whispered about — 
doubts that are heard no more. 
Holloran was aware of 
these 
doubts. He took over his job with 
determination, knowing that some 
people said he was chosen just 
for window dressing. He worked 
tirelessly, never missed a formal 
National Committee meeting, and 
when the last convention rolled 
around, nobody opposed him. Ev­ 
en if they had, Holloran probably 
would have won anyway. 
Like Symington, he had learned 
Missouri politics in a hurry. 
Symington was 
the 
rallying 
point around which he had helped 
to build party unity in the state, 
much like the Republicans have 
done nationally around President 
Eisenhower. 
One of the results was the most 
harmonious Democratic state con­ 
ventions in years and there are no 
serious contests for party nomin­ 
ation in the state. 
Now Holloran 
will be one of 
the two or three Missouri leaders 
who will carry the 
Symington 
Presidential campaign to Chicago 
in an effort to put another Missou­ 
rian in the White House. The oth­ 
ers will include 
United States 
Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr., 
who is expected to be the chair­ 
man of the delegation, and who 
may place Symington’s name in 
nomination. 
Holloran 
believes 
Symington 
will win the nomination because 
the convention will be composed 
of politicians who will waul as 
their Presidential 
nominee 
the 
man who can get the most votes 
for them in their 
own 
home 
towns. 
"Our biggest handicap in a way 
is our biggest 
asset," 
Holloran 
said. “This is the reluctance of the 
Senator himself to make an ac­ 
tive bid anywhere other than Mis­ 
souri. He’s not running and one 
reason is he doesn’t want to foul 
up the hearings he’s now conduct­ 
ing on national defense. This i , 
.somewhat attractive in itself In- 
cause some people don’t like to j 
think of a fellow grasping for a j 
job like that. He’s not an Eager 
Beaver. 
“But we know he will accept 
the nomination if it is offered ' n 
him. So I’m going to Chicago ^ • 
Symington. I have insisted all a- 
long that he is the best candidate 
and that we vote for him as a 
unit. 
“It is more than local pride with 
us. We appreciate the man’s abil­ 
ity anc! background. He has the 
q u a l i t i e s you look for in any good 
candidate. He’s a tireless work­ 
man. He’s a giant in defense r>r*t- 
ters, which interests anyone since 
65 cents of every tax dollar goes 
to the Pentagon. He has never 
failed to distinguish himself any­ 
where.” 


While Holloran admits he’s nu 
DeSapio, a lot of Missouri Demo­ 
crats say he is their answer to De­ 
Sapio.

Hie King’s Touch 
These days if you get sick you 
go to your doctor (or shoul 1). But 
if you had lived in Europe some 
250 years ago chances are you 
might have gone to the King when 
you were sick. 
In the days when kings were be­ 
lieved to rule by "divine right" it 
was also believed 
that discases 
could be cured by the king’s touch. 
On special days the ailing woulo 
flock to the royal presence to be 
touched. 
Undoubtedly, those who 
eventually got well attrbiuted the 
miracle to the royal power, but it 
is harder to guess the sentiments 
of those who didn't. 
The king s touch was one a pop­ 
ular treatm ent for a form of tu­ 
berculosis called "scrofula.” 
Al­ 
though the disease was not neces­ 
sarily fatal, it caused uncomfort­ 
able and unsightly swelling of the 
neck. 
Victims of this disfiguring 
disease often flocked to the king • 
or queen — to see what the royal 


touch could do for them. 
In Eng­ 
land the. "touch system ” of treat­ 
ment lasted well into tile 18th cen­ 
tury. 
Today we know that treating 
"scrofula” 
h a s 
nothing 
to 
do with royalty, which is fortun­ 
ate, since there are so few kings 
left. We call the disease "lym ph” 
node tuberculosis” and know that 
it is 
caused when 
tuberculosis, 
germs infect the lymph nodes of 
the neck. 
But there is still too 
much that we do not know about 
this form of TB, just as there are 
many things we do not know about 
the other forms of 
tuberculosis. 
In time w’e hope that research 
and study will give us more infor­ 
mation. 
Meanwhile, the victims of 
the 
disease, who are still 
numero :s. 
though not so numerous as in cen­ 
turies past, can be helped with 
weapons far mor powerful than 
a king’s touch.

drugs which help this form of tu­

But even this horrendous record 
does not reflect the terror which 
rides the shoulders of hundreds 
of thousands of union members. 
On the waterfront, for example, 
the longshoreman have had to buy 
tickets for functions which never 
took place and for boat rides on 
non-existent vessels.

These were, 
and still are, known as permit 
men. They paid upward of a dollar 
a d^y to get a card. Even todav, 
there are hundreds of thousands 
of Class B union members 
who 
pay dues but can't vote or sit -n 
on meetings or even address their 
union officials. 
The terror rides high today — 
right across the land. These are no 
petty rackets. They bring the mob 
upwards of a billion dollars — a

vestigating committees. 
What these racketeers fear most 
is the spotlight of publicity many 
clergymen, anti-crime committees 
and I have combined to turn on 
them in the public prints.

Nor is it entirely 
pleasant to take stock and realize 
that it had to take the blinding of 
a newsman finally to stir the na­ 
tion into action.
